TTE most m em orable C hristm as 
day in the history of our coun­ 
try w as th a t on which George 
; W ashington crossed the D elaw are in 
a boat, followed by his small hut reso­ 
lute army, and captured the British 
and Hessians at T renton In 1776, an 
Irupgrtnnt turning point in the early 
period of the struggle, gays the Phil­ 
adelphia Pres*. 
It was im portant in 
the fact th a t the hearts of the colonist* 
had been crushed at their vain efforts 
to stem the tide of British aggression, 
and it was a fine C hristm as gift to 
the nation when W ashington not only 
checked 
their 
advance, 
bu t 
turned 
i their jollification in T renton into a 
ro.it which he followed closely and 
which was the first successful resist­ 
ance for the American arms. 
T he nation had reason to be wild 
with joy at the C hristm as gift W ash­ 
ington 
presented 
to 
them, 
for 
the 
most ardent supporters of the cause 
had about given up all hope, and it 
w as only the iron will of the illustri­ 
ous comm ander In chief th a t prevent- 
I ed the failure of the w ar for freedom. 
This C hristm as day victory gave the 
nation h thrill of hope and Joy, for It 
showed th at the despised Continentals 
were more than a m atch for the Ger­ 
m an mercenaries. 
W ashington 
alw ays 
afterw ard 
af­ 
firmed that it was the happiest C hrist­ 
inas of hie life.

On the 
barn floors of the peasants howls of 
hot porridge are set for poor “lb bin 
GoodfeUow” to comfort him bevatiso 
he has no “soul.”

pose at Christmas, they separated, o n 
the feast of the Epiphany the barons 
asked of the king his confirmation Of 
the la w s of Edward the Confessor and 
Henry I. 
John m et the harons with 
an absolute refusal, but, finding 11mm 
firm, pleaded for tim e to consider. Tills 
w as granted, and in 1215, knowing it 
to be inevitable, he called tin* barons 
to Ruiiym edc and there signed the 
great charter.

Be careful In making the 
cuttings to keep the tops alt one way 
ns they are now only dry stems. 
Fill 
a four or five inch flowerpot with loose 
sand and stick tjic cuttings In this (bot­ 
tom ilown) to the depth of about two 
Inches. A fter the cuttings are in place 
tap the bottom of the pot on the table 
sharply several tim es to settle the 
sand. Now w ate r thoroughly and place 
In a sunny window. A fterw ard w ater 
slightly, just enpugh to keep tin* sand 
d imp. The curtimis will soon begin to 
shown signs of growth. 
W hen sure 
that they ore rootvd (which should take 
about six weeks) transp lant them into 
separate pots, using the soil first m en­ 
tioned. 
They will grow in these i»qts 
f i r in g the following summer.

The necessity of supper was removed 
by a grent prolongation of the dinner, 
at which each person was expected to 
eat all that he or she possibly could. 
In fact, it was the duty of the hostess 
gently to persuade her guests to gorge 
themselves to repletion, while the host 
made It his business to press wine and 
other drinkables upon tin* men to an 
extent which in these times would hi 
considered most Imprudent. 
At a certain period of tin» meal it 
was W ashington's custom to rise from 
his chair, holding a glass of Madeira 
In his hand and bowing right and left, 
to suy, “Gentlemen, I drink to my 
guests.”
